Total evaluations for J.u n e 
were $818,718, Dresaer revealed, 
This represents an Increase or 
$80,701 over the total |x>rmlts 
Issued during May of this year.

At this time In 194S~-a ree- 
ord year  the total value of per­ 
mits issued, had reached only 
$4,084,896. The total for the 1848 
record was $7,970,826, or just 
$1,681.018 more than the naif- 
year merit for 1980.

CItyMghBgcr George" Strvensr 
who had predicted earlier this 
year that the year's total would 
reach the $10 million mark, Is 
now Inclined to up his predic­ 
tion a 'shade. Me and other city 
officials now say It nilght get 
to $12 million.
